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Disability Insurance Campaign Under Way 


Group Program Offers Broad Coverage at Greatly Reduced Cost 


Industrial workers have had the ad- 
vantage of low cost group insurance for 
many years and now it is available to 
professional men on a scale of higher and 
broader benefits commensurate with 
their economic needs. 

The members of the Chicago Dental 
Society now have the opportunity to 
secure broad accident and sickness bene- 
fits at a greatly reduced premium by 
reason of the decreased expense of 
handling the insurance on a group basis. 
It is not a high pressure scheme to sell 
insurance. 

Members should read the pamphlet 
mailed to them on September 5 and 
complete the application — enclosed, 
thereby assuring themselves of securing 
broad accident and sickness benefits at 
the lowest possible cost. Already the re- 
sponse of the members in the short time 
which has elapsed has been most grati- 
fying but, of course, there is a long way 
to go to reach the required minimum of 
fifty per cent participation. 

Some members will have personal sit- 
uations requiring further explanation or 
discussion before application is made. 
Provisions have been made for this in 
one of two ways: 

. In cases of questions which can ade- 
igi be answered by telephone, call 
Mr. Huntington or Mr. Homer, Web-

2. In those cases requiring a personal 
discussion of the plan or a comparison 
with existing policies, the Standard Acci- 
dent Insurance Company of Detroit, 
Michigan, has arranged to have available 
for three weeks, commencing September 
24, a staff of accident and health spe- 
cialists, from its branch offices through- 
out the country, to render members the 
ultimate in service. These men are not 
solicitors. They will be here to service 
Chicago Dental Society members only 
as regards this plan and will not attempt 
to sell additional insurance of any form. 

If any member desires to have one of 
these specialists call on him, he should 
complete the enclosed appointment card 
at once. 

This will eliminate the necessity of 
a phone call for the purpose of arranging 
an interview. Both the dentist’s time 
and that of the insurance specialist is 
valuable. Members are urged to see him 
as soon as possible after he arrives and to 
have available policies at present in force 
which they would like to discuss with 
him. Except in unusual cases a few 
minutes’ interview should suffice. 

The large membership of the Chicago 
Dental Society will require considerable 
time and work on the part of these men 
in order to complete a successful cover- 
age—ample evidence of the need for 
fullest cooperation.
